HE KINGDOM OF JORDAN 

coritinues in a state of inner tur- 
moil today. It is difficult to see what 
will be the outcome of King Hus- 
sein’s struggle against leftist ele- 
ments in his country. But whatever 
happens will have important reper- 
cussions in the Middle East and the 
world. 

The battle ‘being waged by the 
young king has its counterpart in 
the wider field. It finds the Arab 
countries split into two factions — 
Iraq and Saudi Arabia supporting 
the pro-Western monarch, and Syria 
and Egypt backing the political and 
military leaders who have challenged 
him 

More important, the struggle is a 
segment of the greater East-West 
conflict, and any outbreak of force 
could immediately bring the two 
great powers, Russia and the United 
States, into a head-on clash. 

In today’s complicated situation 
several vital facts stand out 

First, the United States has 
clearly indicated that it intends to 
be an active participant in Middle 
East affairs. The Eisenhower Doc- 
trine is shown to have been no mere 
structure of words but a declaration 
of policy to be put into practice when 
occasion demands. 

The U.S. President yesterday 
stated his concern that Jordan retain 
its “independence and integrity.” It 
is no coincidence that this the 
exact phraseology of the Eisenhower 
doctrine 

His statement followed shortly on 
a charge by King Hussein that his 
country was threatened by “interna- 
tional communism.” This, too, is a 
phrase used in the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine.

Further steps by Jordan's 
impatient neighbors could _ bring 
united Western action, based on the 
legal. foundation of the Eisenhower 
Doctrine or the agreement of 1950 
whereby the boundaries of the Middle 
Eastern lands were guaranteed. 

This point brings up the third 
important consideration: the attitude 
of Russia. So far the Soviet Union 
has taken no direct action in the af- 
fair, except insofar as Russian in- 
fluence may have fostered revolt in 
Jardan. But Moscow has suggested 
that if relations between the two 
countries were closer, Russia could 
consider extensive financial aid to

Whether Russia is willing to risk 
a war, which could spread, in fur- 
therance of its Middle Eastern plans 
remains a prime question Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's quick move may 
well have provided an effective de- 
terrent.

| May I trespass upon your valuable 
| Space once again regarding the Centen- 
nial project for Victoria, in the hope that 
this important project will not be another 
muddle. 

Let us clearly realize what is intended 
~surely it is for an edifice to commem- 
orate our hundred years of founding, 
and not for a building that is the or- 
dinary duty of every city to build for its 
civic purposes, 

Victoria has needed, and still needs 
very badly, a civic auditorium for the 
use of all. 

First of all there must be a suitable 
| site, visible far out in the straits and 
surroundings in keeping with such a 
structure. The old Christ Church prop- 
erty is, I think, ideal 

If. sufficient funds cannot be obtained, 
then the construction should. be such that 
it can be added to as time goes on. 
In this way we will not plunge the city 
into unnecessary debt, but as the ctiy 
| expands and more room is needed for 
the structure, the land will be there with- 
out more expense. To assure this, let 
there be a firmly worded “trust” reg 
istered against the title. Let the building 
be of stene on the solid rock foundation, 
that this site provides. Let there be no 
| Shoddy materials and weak mixtures of 

cement, and let it be really fireproof. 


The interior should commemorate the 
historic events as applicable to this area, 
and. from the start, such as: the landing 
of the Spanish at Sooke, the arrival of 
the Discovery; the arrival of the Beaver; 
the arrival of Douglas and his party at 
Victoria from Fort Vancouver on. the Co- 
lumbia River; the great Fort Victoria 
(largest and best equipped on the Pacific 
coast). All scenes to.be historically cor- 
rect and to have permanent brass 
stainjess steel plates giving correct his 
toric data 

The main auditorium could even be a 
correct reproduction of the interior of 
Fort Victoria. Many outstanding events 
could be made accurate from photo- 
graphic reproduction, such as the part

There is, on the one hand, a big dis- 
taste for the manners and the bearing 
of Americans travelling abroad’.or talk- 
ing to the outer world. The comforts 
and the conveniences of the American 
way of life are popular.

ists, itinerant Congressmen, other 
officials definitely unpopular, 

There in the anti-American feel- 
ing a general disillusionment with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower himself.

The feeling to be unanimous 
as one learns not only in private con- 
versation but also in blunt correspon- 
dence in the responsible European press, 
that the President is a tired man living 
in a kind of semi-retirement. 

All this tends to strengthen the feel- 
ing in favor of projects like the com- 
mon market, of European solidarity, I 
have no doubt that the brilliant recep- 
tion of Queen Elizabeth in Paris reflects 
in some considerable measure this new 
feeling of European solidarity. 

Yet I am unable to judge, nor. is

Prairies Floods 
Recede; Damage 
Reports Heavy 


TISDALE, Sask. (CP)—Receding 
flood waters from rampaging 
streams and rivers today left be- 
hind: wildespread damage to 
farms, buildings and communica- 
tions in north-central Saskatche- 
wan 

Fed by a two-day rain and 
quickening spring runoff; the usu- 
ally placid rivers jumped their 
banks, chased people out of homes,

OTTAWA (CP)—Human co- 
ordination no longer is accurate 
ehough to guide today’s com- 
plex machinery or precise 
measuring equipment. It is 
being displaced by another prod- 
uct of man’s, ingenuity—auto- 
matic control gadgets. 

Man has a role to play where 
his power of reasoning is pre- 
ferable to the inflexibility and 
danger of failure of automatic 
control systems. 

An automatic device that 
could detect a change in the 
tone of an aircraft engine or a 
weakness in the controls, weigh 
the pros and cons.of a forced 
Janding and then execute one 
still has to be invented. Man's 
ability to think puts him above 
the machine in an emergency 
of this kind. 


THE HUMAN FACTOR 

Until recent years measuring 
instruments were an aid only 
to manual measurements by 
man. As of machinery, aiming 
of guns or driving of vehicles 
was good or bad depending on 
the ‘skill or the mood of the 
human controlling the oper 
ation. 

“On every hand demands of 
speed, power and precision are 


causing «change in the relation 
to the machine,” say J. A. Tan- 
ner and 'C. A. M. Smith of the 
National Research Council's air 
craft and instrument labora- 
tory. “The resulting change un- 
doubtedly will affect our poten- 
tial productivity and standards 
of living.” 

The two scientists quoted 
three examples where the task 
of controlling or measuring 
often is too difficult for the 
average unaided human 

1. Training periods for pilots

|mids to the present time. Since 
the sun has been shining on the 
fearth for at least two billion 
years, we know that it is not 
a furnace of burning goal. 
| Actually, the sun is atomic 
furnace. Th@ activity js very 
| much like the fury of the hydro- 
igen bomb. Compared with the 
jeonstantly burning . sun, the 
|bomb is a small explosion of 
|atomiec fusion. Basically, atoms 
| of hydrogen are fusing together 
in fours to make atoms of 
helium. Several atomic particles 
are left over and, when the 
ifusion process is multiplied by 
| trillions, they “provide the 
jenergy of the sun. 

The fuel used by the sun Is 
hydrogen and the sun has a 
plentiful supply of it. Every 
second four million tons of fuel 
is used up to keep the solar fur- 
nace blazing. This atomic ac- 
tion-has been going on for bil- 
lions of years. It is estimated 
that the sun has enough hydro- 
gen fuel to keep it cheerily 
burning away for at least an- 
other 15 billion years. So-no- 
body has to worry about run-| 
ning short of sunshine.

West's overcall of one no-trumip was one of -those in- 


between bids that seldom do any good. He had too much 
for a bluff bid and he had too little for a proper no-trump 
overcall which shows 
the -equivalent of an 
opening no-trump. 

If he had carried 
through and gone to five 
diamonds against the 
four-spade bid, his side 
would have escaped with 
a 100-point loss, provided 
East handled the trump 
suit-eerreetly. However 
West -~preferred to rely 
on his high cards to 
beat the spade game. 

South won the open 
diamond lead in 
dumr led the five ef 
spades and played the 
king from his own hand 
West won with the ace 
and played the diamond 
queen 

South ruffed and led 
the nine of spades. When 
West played low South allowed the nine to ride. The 
combination of West's no-trump overcali—and East's 
three-diamond bid indicated that this finesse would work 
and it did. 

Now South had no trouble making his contract. He 
drew West's last trump and lost one heart and one club 
trick. 

If West had simply kept still throughout the bidding 
the chances are that North and South would still have 
reached the four-spade contract. South might still have 
played the spades correctly, but if he had done so he 
would merely have been making a very lucky and 
rather unusual guess 

Once the no-trump overcall came in South was able 
to make the winning spade play as correct technique 
rather than aS a mere guess.

Can Lose Up to 10 Pounds 
On 9-Day Reducing Diet

offering you my nine-day reduc- 
ing diet. Today I want to use 
my question box to answer some 
of the questions women ask 
about this diet. 

Q.—“How much do women 
usually lose in nine days if they 
really stay with the diet?” 

A.—From five to 10 pounds, 
depending ton the individual 
Many factors enter in- 
to this, such as metabolism and 
physical activity. 

Q—“Can | start this diet and 
then repeat it once in a while? 
I have an awful lot of weight 
to lose.” 

A—Yes. Start with it and 
then add 300 or 400 calories 
daily. Once in a while repeat. 

Q.—"T have only 12 pounds to 
lose. I will follow the nine-day 
diet until I have lost those. Then 
how many calories should I have 
daily in order not to gain 
again?” 

A.—The best way is to experi 
ment. Your ideal weight de 
pends on so many factors. Add 
500 calories daily and watch the 
scales. If you continue to lose, 
add another 200. If you gain 
cut back again
